¢ Prouperity was the keynote of the pro-
ceedings of the first =esslon of the eighth
annual conventiom of the Nebraska Lumber
Diealers' assoclation yesterday afternoon.
The story of better times was told in all
the reports and papers that were read. That
and the determination of the aseaclation to
hold another meeting this year on September
9, which will be known it the history of the
exposition an “Nebraska Lumbermen's day,”
were the features of the meeting.

The convention was called to order at 2
o'clock promptly, At that time there were
over 100 members In thelr geats and before
the sesslon advanced far hulf an many more
came In. The meeting wan called to order
by President J, J. Bonekemper of Button,
The other officers present were: P, 1), Smith
of Lincoln, vice preaident; William Fried of
Fremont, treasurer, and J. C, Cleland of
Fremont, secrctary. The first business of
the meeting was the reading of the reports
of the president, treaxurer and sécretary.

President Bonekemper's report was a very
optimistic document. He sald that the year
Just closed has not had its equal for the
lumber businima since the banner year of
1802, He congratulated the gathering that
the year 1807 markel the passing of the era
of adversity and the advent of buoyant re-
vival In all llnes of business, Thls good con-
dition hag prevalled also In the affalrs of
the assoclation durlng the last year, The
membership has grown larger, the flnancial
condition I8 good and the moral condition s
excellent, not a case of legitimate complaint
or an unsettled clalm exleting. In his re-
port the president recommended that an-
other meeting of the association be called
this year while the exposltion is in progress.

SINGS THE BAME SONG.

Becretary Cleland's report also spoke of
the good business feellng now existing. He
sald that the year just closed showed marked
improvement In business generally and atill
greater lmprovement Is promised by Indlea-
tions for the year to some, Speaking of the
standing of the association, the secretary
gald that he had observed associations of
lumbermen In other states and had found
that the Nebraska body Is on an equality
with any of them. The assocliation is pro-
tocting, that s, has members, In about 170
towns In the state and is the third biggest
in this respect In the country. The member-
sghip s now about 200, thirty-two of these
being gained during the year.

Thoe report of the treasurer showed that
thiero I8 a balance in the treasury, with all
bills pald, of $506.18.

DESCRIDES THE

Minn MeHugh Entertnlus the Froebhel
Soclety and Iis Friends,

The [lustrated lecture on “The Passlon
Play," given by Miss McHugh for the bene-
fit of the Froebel soclety at the city hall
yesterday efternoon, wae attended By 400 of
the teachers and their friends. The latro-
ductory pleture was one of the liitle village
of Oberammergau, where the play l& held
every ten years, Mles McHugh gave a short
history of the play and explalned that when
the residents of the little village of Oberam-
mergau were epared from the plague many
years ago, they vowed to glve thle play de-
scriptive of the dife of Chirlales ws a thanks
offering. The theater in which the play ls
Elven was dext shown, and then followed
decnes fcom the play and indlvidual plotures
of the players who take the leading parts.
These simple peasants are not actors lu the
canmon acceptance of the term; they act as
a religious duty, and no one Is allowed to
take a part unless he hears a spotless charac-
ter. The varlous scenes In the play follow
' the cvents In Christ's life, Including the
crucifixion, and in the hands of lesa de-
voted people would be sacriliglous. In many
respectd the play Is modeled after palntings
of events in the life of Christ done by the
mastees. The Greek drama has also lent
Its Influence to the play, To be chosen to
take a part In this play is the highest honor
that can befall cne of the s&lmple peasant
folk, end the actors do a part as long as
they live. Missa McHugh's description of the
play was very complete and entertaining, and
all who attended felt that their knowledge
of "The Paeslon Play" was made a great
deal more definite and comprehensive by the
alternoon’s lecture,

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GETS DODGE STREET SCHOOL

Oity Oouncil and Poard of Education Reach
an Agreement.

CITY JAIL BELIEVED TO BE LOCATED

Preliminaries to the Tranafer Agreed
On and Ready io Be Ratified
at Regular Sesslons of i
the Hodles,

An arrangement by which the Dodge street
school property will be aoguired by the city
and fitted up for use as a jall was made by
the city eouncil and Board of Education at
special meetings of both bodies held last
evening, The agreement Is that the city
shall pay the board $20,000 In cash In addl-
tlom to the city lots at Ninoth and Howard
strects for the school property. Of this
amount $5,000 Is to be pald at once and the
remalnder in warrants on (he general fund
Immediately after the nexi levy ls made in
February, 1809, In the meantime the obll-
gation will bear Interest at T per cent. The
city Is to have the occupancy of the bullding
not later than April 1.

The Board of Education met at 7:30 o'clock
to conslder the propositions made at the
committee conference yesterday morning. It
requires ten voles to act on a transfer of
property, however, and It was nearly 0
o'clock before these were secured. The mat-
ter was briefly discussed, the general sentl-
ment belng in favor of accepting the proposl-
tion made by the councll committee, It was
then discovered that the state law prohibited
the board from taking any actlon relative to
a transfer of property except at a regular
meeting, and a resolutions was consequently
adopted which slmply expressed the sense of
the board that the proposition should be
accepted.

The counell had been walting with some
Impatience all this time and it was nearly 10
o'clook before the two bodlea got logether.
Then the fact that the board wanted the
$20,000 to. be made Immediately avallable
cauged a hiteh In the proceedings and the
councll retired to an executive sesslon In
President Bingham's office, There the agree-
ment stated above was decided on and it was
subsequently embodied In a resolution and
passed. Lobeck voted "no” on the ground
that In his opinlon the clty was bound by
s contract to use the Blkhorn Valley house,
It was Informally understood that the ar-
rangement would be formally ratified by the
Board of Education at its regular meeting
next Monday night.

In dlecussing the question what was to be
done with the 400 pupils now In the Dodge
school, President Jordan of the board stated
informally that It was the intention of the
board to rent some suitable bullding In that
vicinity for three months, with a privilege
of a year's lease, The desks, blackhoaris
and other furnishings can be transfeiged and
the bullding fitted up for temporary use In
a couple of weeks and during the summer
vacation the problem of the future disposi-
tion of the pupils can be considered. A
pumber of vacant bulldings have been ex-
amined with a view to rental for school
purposes, but no selection has yei been
made.

CITY ANSWERS THURMAN'S SUIT.

Denies All the Allegntions Made in
Applientiont for Injunction,

City Attorney Connell has filed the answer
of the city In the Injunction proceedings
instituted In the district court by Beériuaua
Thurman & Co. to _reatra'~ [ue city from
collecting -the certified check deposited by
the ¢Ompany with Its bld on the $300,000 re-
tunding bonds, The answer followe the lines
lald down In the position of the city as
previously stated, The city denies that any
attorney has given the New York firm an
opinion to the effect that the bonds are
fllegal and alleges that this l& a subterfuge
by which the broker hopes to be able to
evade carrying out his bargain. The answer
gets up the contention that the broken haa
been unable to float the bonds at a profit
previous to the date of dellvery on account
of the unsatisfactory condition of the bond
market, and consequently proposes to back
out of the transaction. It contends that the
bonds are absolutely legal and correct in
every particular and that the city has a
right, and it is the duty of its officlals, to
retain the $8,000 deposited In case the pur-
chager refuses to accept the bonds.

scrapers, or $760 in all.

In view of
the constant complainte on account of the
gasoline lights there is a probabliity that
the couucil will tanke steps to replace the
gagoline lights with arc lamps where it can
be done without additional expense.

City Hall Notenm.

The Omaha Van and Storage company has
been granted a permit to build a large brick
stable and van shed at the rear of 1122.2
North Nineteenth street. The bullding will
cost $4,000,

promises to Involve, The council Is not
ready to expend more than $1,000 for the
job, but Bullding Inspector Butler says that
the work cannot be done In a satisfactory
manner for less than twice that sum.

“"Jack” Edwards of!Baiger, Wyo., the king
of the sheep ralsers; the man who wae re-
sponsible for the shespand cattle range war
last year, Is In the ety The extent of Mr,
Edwards’ ranges andalm number of his sheep
have made him {amoms throughout the west,
where he Is known as the largest aheep
owner In the United States, the ranges some-
times flocking with 150,000 sheep which bear
his brand. Mr. Edwarda has just returned
from England, where he has been on busi-
ness. In his opinlon there s no city in the
world that can come anywhere near equaling
London, although he la very fond of Denver,
The ranges which Mr, Edwards posscsses are
in Wyoming and Colorado. The war last
year was over the question whether he
shiould be allowed to let his sheep graze In
Routt county, Colorado, Mr. Edwards won
and his sheep are now grazing In that
county, but he has gained the enmily of
riearly all of the cattlemen of that section of
the weat, Sheep crop the grass go short in
thelr grazing that the range Is made unfit
fon cattle and the cattlemen are ever up In
arms against the owners of sheep. The

OVER JOHN IRWIN'S ESTATE

Litigation in' the United States Court
Revives an Old Story,

OLD MAN WH) WOULD NOT PAY TAX:S

Had 00,000 Acres of Rich Land, but
All Wan Sold Under Tax Licaws
and Now There's
Trouble.

]

Bome of the old history of this Immediate
section of the country i8 revived In a sult
which has just been commenced In the
federal court. It Is an action to quiet title
to about ten quarter sectlona of land In
Sarpy county and Is brought by Daniel H.
8mith, as trustee for a number of people,
agalnst Lemuel B, Irwin and Bliza B, Haw-
ley of Nebraska City acd Sarah F. Line of
Aberdecn, 8. D., heirs of John Irwin

The story from which the case arlses goes
back of the year 1867. It was some time be-
fore that that John Irwin came to thie
country, with little money, but & whole lot
of energy. There were not many people here
then and Trwin Immediately sot about got-
ting possesgion of about all the land In
slght. In 1857 he entered clalm for some
30,000 acres of land., All of It bordered on
the Missourl river. About 20,000 acres were
on the fowa slde and 10,000 on the Nebraska
bank. The latter land lles In a number of
the countles which have since been created,
among them being Douglas, Barpy and Otoe.

Irwin was an eccentrie character and will
be remembered by the older ploneers of this
part of the country for his marked peculiari-
tles, The particular trait of eccentrioity
brought out In relation to the land of which
ho became possessed was hig refusal to pay
taxes on It. He Inslsted that the tax assess-
ments were unconstitutional and steadfastly
refused to pay any portion of them, !de was
allowed to remaln in possession of the land
untll 1862, bul In that year it was sold at
sherift's enle,

In 1894 Irwin dled. @y that time hls 30,-
000 acres of land had passed In the hands
of many different persons, but Immedintely
after his death his helra began sults of eject-
ment agalust the occupants. The suite
were started In the various countles of this
state and Iowa In which the land was located.
Under ordinary circumstances the present
occupants would have been entitled fo
ownership under the statute of limitations,
which glves ownership after ten years of une
contested occupancy. They would conse-
quently have legal rlght to the land, as it
was sold over thirty years ago. The helrs,
however, bave made the contentlom that
Irwin was Insane In refusing to pay the
taxes and that under such circumstances the
law of limitationsa would not apply.

Two of these cases have reached the =u-
préeme courts of this sinte and Iowa, The
one In this #tate was decided In the Sarpy
county courta and was in favor of the helrs.
The other case In the supreme court of
lowa was declded In the lower courts agalnst
the helrs, The odds, therefore, are so far
even. There are simllar casem pending, but
a new move was made In the filing of the
gult In the federal court by the owners of
the land In Sarpy county to qulet title to it.

The land In controversy In Sarpy county
is about tem quarter sections, It had been
parche=od by Henry T. Clarke, Clarke mort-
gaged the land to the present occupants and
under foreclosure procecdings the latter se-
cured possession of it.

Cnne Agninst Brad Slanghter,

Some activity has become evidemt In the
gnit of the United States against Fred
Slaughter In the federal court, an actlon
brought to recover about $4,000 of feeg col-
lected by Slaughter while he was acting as
United States marshal, It |s manf<sted In a
number of orders, calling on the governmeat
to produce vouchers, checka and disallow-
ance sheets, by which Slaughter evidently
intends to show that he turned over all the
fees he should have. It Is not belleved by
the distrlet ettorney that the case will be
heard durimg the present term of court, It
was started about three years ago.

Bros, & Nixon against the W, J. Perry
company, llve stock commissicn, of South
Omaha, In the federal court, has bren dis-
missed by the plaintiff,
